St. Andrew's Church, Kow- 
loon, .which was consecrated by 
the © Venerable. Archdeacon’ 
Banister (afterward Bishop in 
Kwangsi-Hunan) on October 6, 
1906, celebrated its 25th anniver- 
sary yesterday, when special 
morning and evening services 
were held. There was a large 
congregation present at both. 

At matins, conducted by the 
Vicar (the Rev. W. Walton 
Rogers), assisted by the Rev. 
A. Armstrong, the Choral 
Communion service was_ in the 
form of thanksgiving. The full 
choir, with Mr. Rupert Baldwin, 
A.T.C.L., at the organ, proceeded 
up the aisle to the hymn, “The 
Church’s One Foundation . . .”. 
The preacher was the Rev. A. D. 
Stewart, M.A., the only clergy- 
man now in the Colony who was 
present at the consecration ser-, 
vice, 


Magnify the Lord,” the 
Rev. A. D. Stewart, touched on 
ithe history .of St. Andrew's 
Church. He could remember 
ithe time when there was no St, 
» Andrew's Church for Kowloon. 
The services then had to be held 
in a room at the Torpedo Depot, 
‘and were conducted by the Naval 
Chaplain. os 

As far back as 1899, the then 
Bishop of. Victoria, (the Rt. 
Rev. Dr. J. C. Hoare), came over 
to Kowloon to select a suitable 
site for the new Church that was 
proposed, but although’ one, wa’ 
found they could not start on 
the building work on account of 
the lack of funds. 

’ Magnificent Donation.. 

It was then suggested by some 
people that Sir Catchick Paul 
Chater might be approached for 
ifinancial assistance. Sir Paul 
‘was willing to give $35,000, con- 
‘ditional on a free site being 
granted by the Government. - 

Other residents came forward 
with ‘gifta to supplement the 
magnificent donation of Sir Paul. 

Bishop Hoare never lived to 
see the work completed for he 
wag drowned in the typhoon of 
1906, while he was engaged on 
missionary work on the Deita.

_ EMPIRE SURVEYS. 


The requirements of the British 
Empire include every class of sur- 
vey. work, which has, moreover, to 
bs conducted under avery varicty 
of conditions. In some regions 
Inbour is cheap and methods of 
transport reasonably good. In 
others, labour is expensive. and pro- 
gresa is hampered by obstructions 
of .every: kind. CHmates vary from 
that of Canada to the tropics, and 
each ‘presents its special . difficul- 
ties. The class of work required 
ranges from reconnaissance sur- 
veys to prime triangulations, 
and the equally precise work 
of ‘the hydrographic service 
of the Admiralty; The Em- 
pire Survey Review is a 
quarterly journal which . has been 
established to . facilitate the ox- 
‘change of views and experionces 
between surveyors in every part of 
the Empire. It is an official journal 
published for -the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies by’ tho 
Crown Agents for the Colonies, 
Millbank, S.W.1, and the price is to 
be $s, per issue. The firat number, 
iz dated July, 1931, The editor is 
Captain G. T. McCaw, 0.B.E., who, 
as secretary of- the Colonial Survey 
Committee, has an — exceptional 
knowledge of the work nbw in pro- 
‘gress. An interesting paper on 
Primitive English Land Marks and 
Maps is contributed by Mr. 0. G. S. 
Crawford, 3B.A., - Archaeological 
Officer to the . Ordnance Survey. 
Mr. Crawford describes the carlier 
English, mapas, which seem. to have 
originated largely in the require: |, 
ments of private land-holders. 
Aerial surveys have,’ he atates, 
‘added greatly to our knowledge of 
prehistoric Celtic -communitics. 
The use of the Hunter short-base 
apparatus for minor triangulations 
is described by Dr. J. de Graaff 
Hunter, whilst Captain D. R, Mar- 
tin, R:E., contributes an account of 
the map-mounting machine designe 
ed and made for the Ordnance De- 
partment by Practical Machines 
Co., Limited, Camberwell-green, 
London. This machine has enabled 
the staff to be cut down to lesa 
than one-tenth of-what was former: 
ly required in the map-mounting 
department, and there is, moreover, 
a great saving of space. There is 
further a saving of one-half. of the 
paste formerly used. The singly- 
printed sheets arc mounted on a 
continuous roll of linen, the out- 
put -being from. 300 yarda 
to 350 yards per hour. In a 
report in. the Hydrographic 
Year, Vice-Admiral Douglas states

SEA” FISHERIES: OF 
BRITAIN. 
‘Big Landings, But ; 
Lower Prices. 


The: Report on Sen Fisherles for... 


1930, issued. by: the Stationery 
Office, states that perhaps its hap-. 
plest feature is that tho decline in 
tho number of fishermon and boats 
appears to have been arrested. 

The declinevin the. number of 
sailing vessels, it. is true, has con- 
tinued, ‘but it is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the incrense in ‘tho 
aumber of stoam vessels. 

Tho report points out that tho 
averoge value of tha fish ‘landed 
during the year—18s. 1d. per. cwt.. 
showed a material-fall of over 
|28. per cwt., and in consequence, 
in spite of the greatly Incrensed 
quantity landed, the total value of 
wot fish ($14,148,000) was slightly 
less than in 1929. The value of 
shell-fish was constant at £873,000, 

Discussing the relation between 
supplies and prices, the roport 
states: 

“In 1928 fish prices took an up: 
ward turn, due to some extent to 
the decline in landings 
year. In 1929 there is a significant 
change in the relation between the 
lines of supply and price. In that 
year, although the supply in- 
creased, the price also increased, 
which is an indication that there 
was an increase in demand. More- 
over, this increase in ‘price took 
(place during a year when the price 
of ather foods was falling. The 
increase of price in 1929 brought 
the average price of all fish back 
to the level of the index figure of 
a foods, and even allanely beyond 
it.” 

In 1930 there was a very large 
increase in landings, amounting to 
18 per cent., accompanied by a big’ 
fall in price. How far thia fall 
in price was due to the increased 
supplies, and how far to change 
in demand, it is impossible to say. 
It was, however, a matter for sntis- 
faction to the industry that, in 
face of such a large increase in 
supply as 18 per cent., the average

NO OWNERLESS AND UNWANTED | 
ANIMAL SHOULD EXIST. 


Dr. L. Nicholls, Director of 


recently gave an interesting broadcast talk on the subject 


of “Dogs in the Tropics.” 


: 
aS 
The bones of dogs‘ have been 1 
fond in caves and rock shelters in 
Europe mingled with the bones of 
men who lived in the stune ages at 
least 10,000 years azo, said the 
speaker, At that time mun Was 
a hunter, and he tamed the wild 
-ancestors of dogs and used them 
as watch dogs in his caves at night, 
and for hunting in the field by day. 
It was not until the aris of agricul- 
ture had been diseovered that other 
animals were tamed und used for 
t food or ag beast of burden, — Thus 
the dog was the first animal to be: 
domesticated and has been the con- 
stant and faithful companion of 
man through long ages. Many euri- 
ous tasks have been imposed, upon 
the dug, such as the working of 
treail milly to draw water, the turn- 
ing of spits for cooking meat. He 


for transport, thus’ in certain Euro- 
pean countries he is haracased — to 
small-carts; and in ihe Northern 
parts of the American Continent he 
draws heavily laden sleighs for Jong 
journiys over the snow fields, But 
he has been used principally 16 4 
for hunting, for — the 
herding, of shecp and enttle, ‘and 
above all as the most uffectionate 
‘companion of man. 
Temperate Zone Dogs Best. 
. The finest breeds of dogs have 
been evolved for the most part in 
temperate climates and this is be- 
- eause the dog does not thrive so well 
in the tropics, and those who would 
maintain a breed of dogs in hot 
climates must continually import 
fresh stock. The reason of thie 
is to n great extent economic; a 
large part of the population in. the 
tropics have a low standard of liv- 
ing in that they are seantily clad, 
and ogcupy primitive dwellings 
wherein they eke out a bare subsig- 
tence. ° Many of them keep watch 
dogs and if is not astonishing that 
their owners can afford to. give them 
very Jittle attention and very little 
suitable food; consequently they be- 
-come ‘mangy and verminous aoon 
after birth and. this ill-fed condition 
renders them Jid¥le to many dis- 
eases. They wander half-starved 
seirching for: food ahout the, towns 
and villages by day and night and 
spread broadcast the cause of 
mange, their intestinal worms, and 
other parasites and germs. 
But there ia a medica} side to 
this matter; the uncleanly habits of 
dos are familiar to everyone; they 
readily seek filth and the bad srnita- 
tion in many parts of the tropics is 
such that dogs may often foul their 
noses or bodies with the germs of 
such digeages ag dysentery. Affec- 
tionate owncrs of dogs fondle them, 
and worse still allow their children 
* to do ao, and thus intestinal diseases 
may be conveyed, 
Unctean Animal. 
In Some countries in the Near

CREWS’ QUARTERS. 


Possible Improvements 
’ Being Considered. 


_ The attention which is now being 
paid to the aceommodation of mer- 
chant seamen makes “it~ Interesting. 
to note that’. it was -the old-time 
sailor hiniself who prevented most 
of the progresa being made. Many 
will remember the experiments that 
were made from time to time in 
improving. the accommodation . of 
seamen, which failed owng to the 
attitude of the men. Ventilation 
was blocked up to preserve the good 
old-fashoned ‘“‘fug” which was 
usual in the sailing ships. 

‘| Even since the War there have 
heen some complaints of improved 
necommodation, ‘notably when com- 
panies introduced the custom in 
their fasteat cargo. ships of accom- 
modating the men in two promenade 
decks amidships. . This gave really 
excellent quarters .with which one. 
‘inight think it would be impossible 
ito‘find fault, yet some of the old- 
timers were heard to say that in 
the forecastle the: draught could 
tonly get in, through the door, where- 
{as in these new-fangled arrange- 
ments it could come al] round. 

But there is a new breed of :sca- 
jman in the Merchant Navy just a8 
there ia in the Royal Navy, and al- 
thongh he may Inck some of the old- 
timers” qualities, he is certainly ac- 
customed to better home conditons 
ashore, and, therefore, appreciates 
better quarters: afloat. 

The Mercantile Marine Depart- 
ment of the Board of Trade has eir- 
culated to ita aurvevors details of 
the proposals regarding erews’ ac- 
commodation made by. the special 
committee of Shipping of Trade. 
The proposals were outlined in. a 
statement made to the House of 
Commons by the President of the 
{Board of Trade. 

In addition to receiving details 
of -the’ recommendations, surveyors 
are also instructed to ascertain in 
the ense of all new ‘ships the pro- 
posals as regards crew spaces as 
early as possible, “so that if neces- 
sary they can approach the owners 
and builders and discuss with them 
the possibility of: making fmprove- 
ments in design or in fittings where 
these appear to -be called for {n the 
light of the rerommendations. As 
regards existing ships, surveyora 
are instructed to endeavour to 
secure jimprovementa which can 
reasonably be expected, having re- 
gard to the age ana condition of the 
ships and the particular trades in 
which they are engaged.

THE TRANBY ‘CROFT SCANDAL. 


Legal pouiniseences make strong 
appeal to-very many people who 
have no personnal interest in the 
law, provided that they are divest- 
ed, of legal technique, and treat 
matters so that the man in the 
stréet can understand and appre- 
ciate them. 

Of this order of Hterature may 
be classed a volume which makes 
its appearance to-day—In the: 
Light of the Law” (Grant Richards, 
12s. Gd.), written by Mr. Ernest 
Bowen-Rowlands, barrister-at-law, 
son of the late Judge William 
Bowen-Rowlands, who died in 1906. 


The author has been responsible |, 


for several volumes treatise © of 
legal matters and persvisalities. In 
this latest issue the reader will find 
his memory refreshed about many 
uf the most famous causes celebres 
and murder trials of the last half-. 
century, and gather much fresh .in- 
formation about them. 


Thrée Gallowa Failures. 


There is, for instance, the re- 
markable case of the Babbacombe 
murderer, Lee, and the triple 
failure of the attempt to hang him 
in 1885. Mr. Bowen-Rowlands has 
gone most thoroughly into the 
causes of this failure, with a 
minute . description of the 
mechanism of the gallows, which 
will bear a perhaps somewhat mor- 
bid perusal. Berry, the bangman, 


had his own explanation of why 


the drop refused to fall three suc- 
cessive times when the lever was 
pulled, fixing on structural faults; 
but so late as 1926 the author re- 
ceived a communication professing 
to explain what really happened. 
It.appears to have been the cus- 
tom at the time of this tragic affair 
for some joiner or carpenter among 
the prisoners to erect the scaffold, 
and the stéry was that the old gaol 
bird engaged on this task in Lee’s 


ease had confessed that he surrep-. 


titiously inserted a wedge which 
prevented the drop from working 
at the critical moment, and when 
called in as an expert he removed 
the wedge and demonatrated that 
nothing was wrong, only to re- 
[insert it before Lee was again 
placed upon the drop. So was ex- 
plained a hiatus which some good 
folk attributed to the intervention 
of Providence. Lee’s 
spared, the sentence of death being 
commuted to one of imprisonment. 
Innocent of Trickery. _ 

The recent fleath of one of the 
‘participants in the famous baccarat 
euse— The Tranby Croft Scandal” 
gives topical interest to Mr. 
Bowen-Rowlands’s reflections upon 
that affair. Unequivocally he 
‘states his belief that Sir William 
Gordon-Cumming was innocent of 
the charges of. trickery brought 
‘against -him, and incidentally re- 
lates a story told to“him by his 
father, who had it from Lord Cur- 
zon, a brother-in-law of Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill. To Lord Randolph 
thé question was put: “What would 
you have done if you had. seon him 
“cheating?” “Backed. him,” was the’ 
laconic reply.
